_declare that there is nothing wrong in slavery.

Book of Discipline. We take back what we 
have uttered against it. It was false. We 
were deceived. The system of slavery is a 
good, holy, Christian system that we have 
done injustice to in condemning. We now 
expunge the obnoxious section, draw black 
lines around it as a badge of mourning for our 
great wiekednes-

Is it in 
anticipation of the acquisition of Cuba, that 
this stop was taken’ or why was it ‘ Why 
should christian ministers, too, take the initi- 
ative step inthis setrograde movement!

They, of all men, shonld look upward and 
onward — their. course should be towards 
righteousness _ and perfection, and not as this 
instance downward to sin and degradation.

In these minute indies: we make a near 
approach to the lowest reeognized type of 
animal existence. We find no organs 0 
special sense whatever, the greater part ot 
their structure consisting of simple cells, 
containing a homogeneous fluid and inclosed 
in a parenchsmatous envelope. They pos- 
sess, however, the sense of touch. as may be 
| readily seen in these specimens, and appear 
io be in some degree conscious of the pres- 
ence or absence ot light. Some ol the cells. 
particularly those in the arms or tentacula, 
contain a very remarkable piece of mechan- 
ism—a barbed dart, like an exceedingly mi- 
nute arrow head. This dart is under the control 
of the polyps’s will. It lies within the cells 
with its barbs pressed flat against its shaft: bat 


when the Tlydra wishes to protrude it, the 


outer extremity of the cell expands, the dart is 
thrust out and at the same moment the bails 
are erected, and in this manner the tentacle 
is at once bristling with hundreds of weap-

As the cells themselves are altovether too mi 
unte to be discerned without the aid of the 
microscope, the delicacy of the structure by 
which the protrusion and ietiaction of these 
darts is eflected must be almost inconceiya-
